Outpouring of help and love 

Residents rush to aid victims of Grenfell disaster

Residents have rallied to 
help those in neighbouring 
Kensington and Chelsea 
affected by the Grenfell 
Tower inferno. 

At least 79 people are 
dead or missing presumed 
dead following the disaster 
which ripped through the 
24-storey block in north 
Kensington in the early 
hours of last Wednesday 
morning. 

As the mission to re¬ 
cover bodies from the 
building continues, Metro¬ 
politan Police Commander 
Stuart Cundy said: “There 
is a risk that sadly we may 
not be able to identify 
everybody.” 

And neighbours in Ham¬ 
mersmith and Fulham 
have united to support the 
victims and their families. 

People, businesses and 
charities from across the 
borough including QPR 


and Fulham football clubs, 
have been giving money, 
volunteering and donating 
supplies to the north 
Kensington commu¬ 
nity. 

Hammersmith 
and Fulham 

council leader 
Cllr Stephen 

Cowan said: “Lots 
of compassionate 
people have been drop¬ 
ping off food, drink, cloth¬ 
ing, toiletries, children's 
toys and books, and other 
vital supplies. Their kind¬ 
ness is showing London at 
its best.” 

Help points have been 
set up across the borough 
including at Hammer¬ 
smith Town Hall where 
scores of people have 
pitched-in dropping off do¬ 
nations and boxing-up do¬ 
nations. Volunteer, 
Monica Munoz said: “ I 
just thought it was too sad 
to be sitting at home 
watching the news, and I 


wanted to do something to 
help.” 

Fears about tower block 
safety have been 
raised in the wake 
of the blaze which 
is believed to 
have been made 
worse by 

cladding added to 
the exterior of the 
building during an 
£8.7 million renova¬ 
tion. Hammersmith and 
Fulham council has as¬ 
sured residents that while 
some blocks in the bor¬ 
ough have cladding, it is 
‘very different’ to that used 
on Grenfell Tower. 

Three blocks at the Ed¬ 
ward Woods Estate which 
have cladding, are cur¬ 
rently under independent 
review following a fire at a 
similar block at Shepherds 
Court last summer.

Desperate friends and fami¬ 
lies who escaped the horrific 
Grenfell Tower blaze spoke of 
their heartache and pain as 
they gathered at Ruby 
Portbello Community Centre 
immediately after the 
tragedy. 

Corinne Jones, who lived 
on the 17th floor, said: “I was 
sleeping in my flat with my 
nine-year-old son when he 
woke me up and said he could 
smell smoke and thought 
there was a fire. We could 
smell burning plastic. We 
made our way down the 


stairs, I think it was about 25 
minutes after the fire started. 
One side of the building was 
completely on fire by this 
point. The fire alarm in our 
flat didn’t go off at first, it only 
went off when the smoke 
came into our house. There’s 
no centralised fire alarm sys¬ 
tem in the communal areas.” 

Her partner, Jason Miller, 
has recently moved out of the 
block but said: “All our stuff 
has gone up in smoke. There 
was a councillor at the 
Christian centre and we asked 
him what was going on and he 
said there was a contingency 
plan but no one seems to know 
what’s going on.” 

One person waiting outside 


the community centre, who 
did not want to be named, 
said: “It’s very disappointing 
that people are waiting to 
hear about loved ones. The 
community are supporting us 
but we haven’t seen anyone 
from the council or the TMO 
[Tenant Management 

Organisation]. 

“We were told the council¬ 
lors are asleep. We don’t know 
what’s happening. 

“Representatives from the 
local authority should be here 
helping us. I’ve got a family 
member missing with three 
kids and a wife. People are 
suffering from shock. We 
were given an emergency 
number but we can’t get 


through. Only the community 
is helping us.” 

Tia Sladek lives around the 
corner: She said: “I’ve got 
friends who live there. We’ve 
heard one of them is OK but 
the others we just don’t 
know.” 

“Residents have been warn¬ 
ing people about the problems 
with the building before but 
nothing was done. This coun¬ 
cil has blood on its hands.” 

Malcolm Perkins lives near¬ 
by and could see the smoke 
from his home. 

“I have come to bring 
clothes to help those who have 
lost their homes. That’s what 
people do in Ladbroke Grove, 
everyone helps each other.”

friends who lived in the 
building, and fire safety 
was a major issue for 
them. They raised it with 
the TMO (Tenant 
Management Organis¬ 
ation) but they failed to 
listen. 

“What’s happened is 
heart-breaking, and what 
really upsets me is that the 
council spent nearly 
£9 million on that building 
- it should have been 
checked” 

Grenfell Tower resi¬ 
dents were not alone in 
having concerns about 
their building’s fire safety. 

Residents of Whitstable 
House, the un-refurbished 
tower block next door, 
have also raised the mat¬ 
ter at residents’ meetings. 

Whitstable House resi¬ 
dent Paul Mead said: 
“We’ve brought it up 
again and again in meet¬ 
ings that we need more 
fire escapes, but nothing 
has been done. 

“The only advice we’ve 
had in case of a fire is not 
to use the lift. I’d have no 
idea what to do if there 
was a fire in our building, 
I don’t even know where 
the fire escape is.

Chelsea Tenant Manage¬ 
ment Organisation which 
is responsible for Grenfell 
Tower, said: “It is too 
early to speculate what 
caused the fire and con¬ 
tributed to its spread. We 
will co-operate fully with 
all the relevant authori¬ 
ties. 

“We are aware that con¬ 
cerns have been raised 
historically by residents.

A tight-knit community 
stands strong in the face of 
a devastating tower block 
inferno that has cost so 
many lives. 

The fire service was 
alerted to the blaze at 
Grenfell Tower in north 
Kensington just before 
lam on Wednesday last 
week. They rescued 65 peo¬ 
ple from the building. The 
injured have been treated 
in hospitals across 
London, including at St 
Mary’s, and Chelsea and 
Westminster. 

While 18 patients are in 
critical care, the search 
for survivors is now over 
and a mission to recover 
bodies from the building 
has begun. 

The number of missing 
people is still unknown, 
and as the blaze smoked 
on through the night in 
pockets of the 24-storey 
tower, residents and 
neighbours were shaken, 
shocked and angry at their 
landlord’s failure to 
ensure fire safety in the 
building that received an 
£8.7 million refurbish¬ 
ment last year. 

Robert Dye of Ladbroke 
Grove said: “I’ve got a lot 
of friends and family in 
the area, and a couple of 
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like that before.” 

From 10am, Sunshine 
took up the post of cook at 
the nearby Harrow Club 
which had been turned 
into a help point for any¬ 
one affected by the fire. 

Alongside trainee nurse 
Heather Fack, the two 
have been catering for the 
hundreds of residents, 
volunteers and people 
dropping by with dona¬ 
tions. 

Sunshine said: “I’ve 


been cooking since this 
morning; I don’t want to 
stop. I think I’m a bit trau¬ 
matised actually. My son 
has friends in there. I saw 
people banging on the 
windows, trying to get out. 

“We’ll do what we can 
and we’ll feed who we can. 
Obviously with it being 
Ramadan, we expect a lot 
of people to arrive around 
9pm when the fast breaks. 

“A Caribbean restau¬ 
rant is coming over to 


bring food. The communi¬ 
ty has been absolutely 
amazing.” 

Heather drove down 
from Watford yesterday 
morning as soon as she 
heard about the fire. 

She said: “I do commu¬ 
nity cooking in my com¬ 
munity in Watford. 

“So I packed my son up 
in the car this morning 
and drove down here just 
to come and do what we

I was stopped in my tracks 
when I saw the message 
written in green marker pen 
on an A4 piece of paper last 
Wednesday afternoon. 

There it was stuck on a 
door at the back of St 
Clements Church in Sirdar 
Road in Kensington. 

As people rushed around, 
organising, stacking vital 
supplies and helping, it 
pierced the busyness of the 
moment offering a poignant 
insight into the private 
horror some people were 
suffering just a few metres 
away elsewhere in the 
church. Registration and 
Missing People This Way it 
said, next to a hand-drawn 
arrow pointing out the 
direction to head in. 

In the days since the 
Grenfell Tower fire, more 
and more people have 
eventually found out what 
has happened to those they 
have been frantically 
looking for - their family and 
closest loved ones, their 
friends and neighbours. 

On Sunday morning, I sat 
with an 85-year-old lady who 


had been temporally moved 
to Hammersmith because of 
the fire. Earlier she had seen 
the photo of her friend listed 
as among the dead. 

One of our tenants’ 
associations introduced me 
to her having taken her 
under their wing when 
she moved into their 
close-knit neighbourhood. 

The kindness of people has 
been overwhelming. 

Community groups, 
residents and tenants’ 
associations, faith groups 
and businesses have all 
stepped up in different ways, 
showing London at its best. 

And our emergency 
services have again left us in 
awe of their bravery. 

But only Government can 
provide the necessary 
support to those suffering 
from this tragedy. 

There is much talk of the 
Grenfall Tower fire being 
Britain’s Hurricane Katrina. 

In 2005, the US 
Government failed to 
immediately react with 
effectiveness to the needs of 
victims in and around New 


Orleans - many of them 
already extremely poor. 

That Republican 

government’s apparent 
indifference to their needs 
looking callous as people 
went without help. 

Our Government must 
make sure it does 
everything possible to help 
the people from the Grenfall 
Tower fire. 

And after that, it must 
review its negative approach 
to social housing and change 
its austere policies that 
most affect the poorest in 
our society. 

During the last week, I 
have seen many examples of 
the decency and compassion 
of people. Whether it is 
Hammersmith & Fulham 
council officers volunteering 
and putting in 18-hour-days 
to help our neighbours or the 
work of residents running 
community centres and 
organising support for the 
victims. I believe the public 
wants to see a change in how 
people are treated. 

The Government must 
make that change.

Mayor wants 
answers 
from PM 
on tower 


I spent several hours (last 
week) talking to local resi¬ 
dents around Grenfell 
Tower. 

These were difficult con¬ 
versations with a tight-knit 
community that is under¬ 
standably distraught, frus¬ 
trated and increasingly 
angry. They feel the 
Government and local coun¬ 
cil haven’t done enough to 
help them in the aftermath 
of this horrific incident, or 
to provide answers to their 
increasingly urgent 

questions. 

I promised the local com¬ 
munity that I would fight 
for them to get the support 
and answers they deserve as 
quickly as possible. I am 
therefore writing to you 
today to set out the action 
that I believe the 
Government needs to take, 
as a matter of urgency. 

The local community feels 
their grief has been made 
worse by the lack of infor¬ 
mation about their missing 
family members and 
friends. 

They are fully aware of 
the true scale of this tragedy 
but cannot comprehend why 
they are not being given 
more information. There is 
also insufficient support for 


victims on the ground. 

I appreciate that the 
authorities want to be 
absolutely certain that any 
information is correct 
before it is issued publicly, 
and the fire brigade, police 
and coroner are doing a 
heroic job obtaining this 
information in extremely 
difficult circumstances. 

While the current systems 
in place may work well for a 
terrorist attack, there are 
legitimate questions about 
whether they are still 
appropriate in situations 
where obtaining this infor¬ 
mation could take much 
longer. 

I would ask you to ensure 
that the local community is 
given as much information 
as possible today and over 
the coming days about the 
number of victims and their 
identities. Additional capac¬ 
ity for victim support needs 
to be provided urgently. In 
the longer term, I would 
urge you to review whether 
the current systems are 
appropriate for all emer¬ 
gency situations and oper¬ 
ate at the pace required. 

The community are con¬ 
cerned about the organisa¬ 
tion and coordination of 
relief and support services 
across Kensington. I heard 
multiple stories of local res¬ 
idents not being able to 
access the information they 
required and being given 
conflicting advice by the 
local authority. 

This complaint came from 
local residents, volunteers 


who had come from further 
afield to help, charities and 
local community groups. 
The scale of this tragedy is 
clearly proving too much 
for the local authority to 
cope with on their own. 

Those affected are still 
not clear about the support 
available to them - either 
immediately or in the 
longer term. 

For example, the local 
authority believe they 
found housing for all resi¬ 
dents affected last night, 
however there are reports 
that this was not communi¬ 
cated effectively, and some 
residents are still sleeping 
in the Westway Sports 
Centre or with family and 
friends. 

Please confirm as a mat¬ 
ter of urgency that everyone 
from Grenfell Tower and 
other evacuated properties 
will be rehoused locally 
immediately. 

Although additional local 
authority resilience 

arrangements have been 
activated to provide addi¬ 
tional leadership to the local 
operation, I would urge the 
Government to provide all 
necessary assistance, and 
satisfy itself that the opera¬ 
tion is functioning to the 
standard local residents 
have the right to expect. 

The Government should 
also confirm that all resi¬ 
dents affected by the 
Grenfell Tower fire will be 
rehoused in the area, unless 
they choose not to.

T he London Festival of 
Architecture is Europe’s 
biggest annual architec¬ 
ture festival.

worried about the risk of 
this tragic incident happen¬ 
ing elsewhere - particularly 
in tower blocks that have 
had similar cladding 
installed as part of renova¬ 
tions. People are terrified 
that the same thing could 
happen to them. I raised this 
with ministers on 
Wednesday and Thursday, 
and they agreed to lead coor¬ 
dinated efforts to ensure 
that all other tower blocks 
across the country are 
indeed safe. 

This issue is not limited to 
the type of cladding fitted; 
the material it is attached to 
and how this has been 
achieved are also critical 
factors. It is crucial that 
other risks from renovation 
works are urgently and 
properly investigated, for 
example protection between 
floors. And we need to 
strengthen standards and 
recall processes around 
white goods, given the fire 
risk they can present. 

I would ask that you pro¬ 
vide a list of those tower 
blocks already checked, as 
well as a timeline for the 
remaining buildings. I 
would ask that you to set out 
a timeline for this process 
today. 

If the Government has any 
reason to believe specific 
tower blocks could be at 
risk, residents should be 
rehomed in the local area 
immediately, while these 
checks take place. 

Please also confirm that 


there will be an immediate 
implementation of the 
improved safety rules pro¬ 
posed in 2013 but still not 
implemented. 

The community around 
Grenfell Tower have many 
questions about how this 
was allowed to happen. 

They urgently need to be 
assured that they will get all 
the answers. I welcome the 
announcement of a full 
independent Public Inquiry, 
but we cannot afford to 
wait years for the outcome. 

I would urge you to 
ensure, in the terms of refer¬ 
ence of the Inquiry, that an 
interim report is published 
this summer, at the latest, 
and that the terms of refer¬ 
ence include all aspects of 
fire safety standards and 
inspection in high-rise 
towers. 

I would also urge you to 
ensure that residents and 
other interested parties are 
not saddled with any legal 
costs for participating in the 
inquiry, and receive the 
quality legal representation 
they deserve. 

Finally, I would seek an 
assurance that if the Inquiry 
or police investigation finds 
any individual or organisa¬ 
tion to have been negligent 
in their duties, then they 
will be prosecuted. As the 
Mayor of London, I will con¬ 
tinue to fight alongside this 
community to ensure they 
get the support and answers 
they deserve and justice 
done.

Time for us 
to stand and 
beat terror 

With three terror attacks in 
10 weeks, five plots foiled 
since March and 18 thwarted 
since 2013, the tempo of the 
threat is unprecedented. 

Police officers all over the 
UK are working hard to pre¬ 
vent further attacks and our 
ambition, of course, is 100 
per cent protection, but we 
have to be realistic with the 
public. 

With an attack assessed as 
highly likely, the risk posed 
by thousands of individuals 
identified as possible threats 
must be managed while new 
ones are spotted. 

We assess that risk week- 
by-week, moving resources 
for changing priorities. 

Working with MI5, we 
have about 500 investiga¬ 
tions involving some 3,000 
individuals posing the 
biggest threats. 

There are another 20,000 
who we continue to be con¬ 
cerned about. Some we 
decide to move into the prior¬ 
ity group. Others may move 
from radical to would-be ter¬ 
rorist very quickly. 


These numbers have 
grown. There is more over¬ 
seas influence from terrorist 
groups and an internet going 
darker. That makes it harder 
to look at those we are con¬ 
cerned about. Our work-rate 
has grown - more arrests, 
more use of criminal law 
where we can’t get a terrorist 
charge and the conviction of 
some of the most dangerous 
radicals. 

We, and MI5, investigated 
Kharum Butt, the London 
Bridge ringleader. However, 
there was no intelligence to 
suggest that this attack was 
being planned and the inves¬ 
tigation was 

prioritised accordingly. 

He is one of thousands of 
vile people, with vile views, 
so we searched for other evi¬ 
dence of criminality to lock 
him up. 

We had a lawyer review 
the Channel 4 programme he 
appeared in to see if we could 
get a criminal charge, but 
there were no grounds. 

We had a public report to 
our hotline about him. It was 
welcome and confirmed what 
we knew - he was a vile and 
worrying extremist - but 
took us no closer to evidence 
of offending. 

We investigated him for 
fraud and common assault 
but there was no prospect of 
charging him. This is what 
we do to disrupt people who 
don’t make the highest prior¬ 
ity categories. 

As in the aftermath of the 
July 7 attacks we are review¬ 


ing our actions. A detailed 
look back will help us find 
new methods to increase our 
ability to identify these risks 
before an attack. 

The United Kingdom has 
great assets on which we can 
build our response. There is 
more information coming 
from communities; huge pub¬ 
lic resilience and no less 
bravery than we’ve seen 
from our own officers; com¬ 
mitted people in policing and 
MI5 who are passionate 
about keeping the public 
safe; great security partner¬ 
ships, abroad and at home, 
sharing information and 
expertise. We welcome the 
Prime Minister’s commit¬ 
ment to look at the whole 
strategy, including powers 
available to the security net¬ 
work. Where we have to step 
in to disrupt a potential 
attack before we have the 
best evidence, we need 
longer sentences for those 
convicted. 

We need communities to 
be more assertive about call¬ 
ing out extremists and radi- 
calisers among us. It’s not 
just overseas propaganda 
inspiring attacks. And we 
need communications and 
internet-based companies to 
show more responsibility. 

It is too easy for the angry, 
violent or vulnerable to 
access extremist views, learn 
about attack methodologies, 
conspire on encrypted appli¬ 
cations and then acquire 
equipment to kill - all online. 

The public support for the 


armed and 

unarmed police officers who 
confronted terrorists is enor¬ 
mous. 

The detectives and MI5 
intelligence officers need the 
same support. Their deci¬ 
sion-making duties weigh 
heavily on them. 

In hundreds of cases, they 
wrestle with the fragments of 
intercepted communica¬ 
tions; coded conversations 
and information from some¬ 
times unreliable informants. 

If, as a result, they move 
someone up the 
investigative priority list, 
they have to take the tough 
decision to downgrade else¬ 
where. What we are not 
doing is looking for what 
they call in policing a ‘single 
point of blame.’ 

That’s destructive. It saps 
our efforts to defeat terror¬ 
ism. It’s not how this coun¬ 
try, the police or our 
intelligence agencies have 
responded when our national 
security and the safety of our 
people has been most under 
threat. 

We look for advantage, 
sometimes an inspired 
breakthrough, more often 
marginal gains that we need 
for maximum effect. Like the 
brave police officers and 
members of the public at 
London Bridge, we must 
stand together and give ter¬ 
rorists our best fight.

Charing Cross Hospital 
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Council chief hits 
out over hospital

Hammersmith and Fulham 
council has accused hospital 
bosses of trying to gag debate 
about its plans for Charing 
Cross hospital. 

NHS proposals, published 
in 2013, will see the nine 
major hospitals in north-west 
London reduced to five. 

The current much-loved 
Charing Cross Hospital is to 
be replaced with an urgent 
care centre, diagnostics and 
out-patients only. 

The NHS plan includes: 

• Demolishing the current 
Charing Cross Hospital and 
selling off most the site 

• Replacing the current 
Charing Cross Hospital with 
a series of clinics on a site no 
more than 13 per cent the size 
of the current hospital 

• Replacing the current A&E 
with an urgent care clinic 

• Losing more than 300 and 
possibly all the acute care 
beds. 

But local health bosses say 
this isn’t a ‘closure’ and are 


ploughing on with their plans 
to re-brand Charing Cross as 
something they call a ‘local 
hospital’. 

A formal complaint was 
made to the council in April 
by Imperial’s chief executive 
Dr Tracey Batten and Clare 
parker, chief officer for the 
Shaping a Healthier Future 
plan about the council’s cam¬ 
paign to stop the closure of 
services at Charing Cross 
hospital. 

They claim that Charing 
Cross isn’t closing, because 
what will be left behind will 
still be a local hospital. 

But council Leader, Cllr 
Stephen Cowan, said it was 
stretching the definition of 
the word to the point where it 
misleads people. 

“It’s like demolishing some¬ 
one’s house only to tell them 
they have in fact not lost their 
house - because they’ll be 
given a new garden shed 
which will be called their 
‘local house’,” said Cllr 
Stephen Cowan. Local NHS 
managers have a track record 
on this kind of misuse of lan¬ 


guage,” he added. “They 
employed costly spin-doctors 
M&C Saatchi to help them 
close the A&E departments at 
Hammersmith and Central 
Middlesex hospitals in 2014 
which resulted in the closures 
being re-branded as a 
‘change’ because, Saatchis 
advised, that would be more 
palatable to local people. 

“The facts are perfectly 
clear to us - North West 
London NHS published plans 
in 2013 to axe services at 
Charing Cross. 

“Their letter of complaint 
reiterates that it’s still their 
intention to implement these 
plans. Hammersmith and 
Fulham council has opposed 
these plans, and is proud to 
work with dedicated local res¬ 
idents to fight them. 

“Recently published fig¬ 
ures show growing waiting 
times and a spike in admis¬ 
sions at Charing Cross. 
Instead of trying to shut down 
debate, local health bosses 
should be focusing on helping 
their hard-pressed staff deal 
with these huge challenges.” 


Electric car scheme expanding 


Bluecity, the electric vehi¬ 
cle-sharing scheme for 
London, is expanding after 
a successful pilot phase in 
Hammersmith and 

Fulham. 

Bluecity started with 10 
cars in Hammersmith and 
Fulham earlier this year

People from neighbouring 
Hammersmith and Fulham 
have come from every cor¬ 
ner of their borough to help 
the residents of Grenfell 
Tower and their relatives 
following last week’s horrif¬ 
ic fire. 

From the Clem Attlee 
estate to the White City 
Community Centre resi¬ 
dents, businesses, charities 
and visitors alike come 
together to help the commu¬ 
nity in North Kensington in 
their hour of need. 

Whether it’s by giving 
money, volunteering time or 
donating supplies to organi¬ 
sations such as St Andrew’s 
Church in Fulham, the 
Barons Court Project or foot¬ 
ball clubs such as QPR and 
Fulham, the outpouring of 
help has been immense. 

Hammersmith and 

Fulham council leader, Cllr 
Stephen Cowan, spoke on 
behalf of the borough, say¬ 
ing: “My thoughts go out to 
all those people who have 
lost loved ones and who have 
been frantically trying to 
find out what has happened 
to their loved ones. They 
have lost their homes and 
everything they own. 

“The emergency services 
have done and are doing an 
amazing job. Our NHS, fire, 
police and ambulance serv¬ 
ices have been outstanding 
as have council officers, vol¬ 
unteers and community 
groups - many are still 
working now. 

“Along with many of our 
residents, Hammersmith 
and Fulham council quickly 
offered help and we have 
been assisting our neigh¬ 
bours in Kensington and 
Chelsea council who are 
doing everything they can. 

“I visited the area on the 
day of the fire to see the com¬ 
munity centre on the 


Edward Woods Estate and at 
St Clements Church on 
Sirdar Road in Kensington, 
two of the rest centres being 
run by Hammersmith & 
Fulham council officers. 

“Community groups, busi¬ 
nesses and lots of compas¬ 
sionate people have been 
dropping off food, drink, 
clothing, toiletries, chil¬ 
dren's toys and books, and 
other vital supplies. Their 
kindness is showing London 
at its best. 

“I am advised that while 
we have enough supplies at 
the moment, cash donations 
are still very welcome which 
can be made to the 
Kensington & Chelsea 
Foundation’s appeal.” 

Kim Shearer, who works 
in the resident involvement 
team in Hammersmith and 
Fulham council's housing 
department, had been given 
time off by her boss to help 
with the sorting and packing 
of donations. 

She said: “Yesterday I was 
up at the Edward Woods 
estate community centre 
where donations were com¬ 
ing in. There were kids there 
who had been through their 
toys, bringing bits and 
pieces, just to help. 

“And I'm here today to do 
a tiny little bit to help out, 
and get this shipped out to 
where it’s needed.

“I brought a car-load of 
donations with me from 
Woking, which friends and 
family had gathered,” she 
said. “We brought nappies, 
baby wipes, infant formula, 
sterilising equipment, dum¬ 
mies, sippy cups - I was try¬ 
ing to think, as a mum of 
four, what I'd be desperate 
for if I'd lost everything.” 

Fellow volunteer Monica 
Munoz, from Brixton, said: 
“Today's my day off, and I 
would have been sat at 
home. I just thought it was 
too sad to be sitting at home 
watching the news, and I 
wanted to do something to 
help.” 

While Chris Benjamin 
said: “We have been boxing- 
up donations for the last 
three or four hours, and 
we're also promoting dona¬ 
tions to the disaster fund 
through our website. It's 
really hit home seeing the 
donations: children's wear 
and nappies, shoes, adults 
clothing, bedding - the sort 
of thing people need.

Budding Hammersmith en¬ 
trepreneurs have been given 
a helping hand to kick-start 
their businesses with an 
eight-week training course. 

Fifteen participants gradu¬ 
ated from the Start Your Own 
Enterprise Course last week, 
which is run by social enter¬ 
prise Tree Shepherd. 

The course guided them 
through the essentials of 
starting and running a busi¬ 
ness, including understand¬ 
ing your market, managing 
money and dealing with cus¬ 
tomers. The participants have 
launched a range of busi¬ 
nesses, from food stalls to 
clothing to mental health sup¬ 
port for young people. 

Tieyan Eweka-Olorunfemi, 
37, has set up her own cater¬ 
ing business, Jollof Mama, 
drawing influence from her 
Nigerian background. 

“I’ve lived in Hammer¬ 
smith for around 13 years and 
realised there was a lack of 
West African cuisine here,” 
she said. 

“I started out making food 
for family functions and set¬ 
ting up my own business was 


something I had wanted to do 
for a long time. I finally got 
over my initial fears and 
launched Jollof Mama last 
year. The course has helped 
me to focus and take my busi¬ 
ness to the next level.” 

Tieyan has already started 
trading at some West London 
markets and festivals and is 
now hoping to expand her 
business further. 

Eniola Arrimoro, 31, has 
started her own mobile braid¬ 
ing and beautician service, 
Lilfros n Emini. As a working 
mum, she found there was a 
gap in the market for a flexi¬ 
ble service providing for par¬ 
ents and their children. 

“I work with a lot of young 
mums in the community who 
don’t have the time to take 
care of their kids’ hair so I 
come to them in their own 
home where they feel com¬ 
fortable”, she explained. 

Whilst the primary aim of 
the course is to give individu¬ 
als the self-confidence to 
launch their own business, 
the organisers also hope it 
will have a long-term impact 
on the community. 

Colin Crooks, chief execu¬ 
tive of Tree Shepherd, said: 
“For me the wider aim is also 
to address long-term unem¬ 


ployment. We believe if we 
help people from less well-off 
backgrounds then in the fu¬ 
ture they will employ others 
from their community.” 

Many of the participants al¬ 
ready expressed a desire to 
give back to the community 
through their businesses. 

Eniola said in the future 
she hopes to set up a training 
academy and run workshops 
in hair and beauty to use her 
skills to benefit the 
community. 

Sabine Fouchier, 46, has 
been working as a textile de¬ 
signer for 25 years and now 
wants to start her own social 
enterprise, putting on work¬ 
shops and eventually launch¬ 
ing a label of clothes made in 
Hammersmith. 

The entrepreneurs will con¬ 
tinue to be supported by Tree 
Shepherd as well as partners 
Petit Miracle Hub. The char¬ 
ity is offering rent-free trad¬ 
ing spaces in its shop in West 
12 Shopping Centre alongside 
12 weeks of supported trading 
for the entrepreneurs. 

A new course is planned for 
September and anyone inter¬ 
ested should contact Joanne 
Hunt, Learning Manager, at

S poons ceased 

scrapping my 
teenage sons’ ce¬ 
real bowls. The 
TV was on but 
gave out none of 
the usual din that causes 
them to yell: “Mum, Dad, 
can you turn it down 
please?” from their bed¬ 
rooms at night. 

It was Monday morn¬ 
ing, 11am to be precise. 
We were into our third 
one-minute silence in less 
than three months, a mo¬ 
ment where office work¬ 
ers withdrew their fingers 
from keyboards, car 
washers dropped their 
sponges, shop assistants 
stood, heads bowed. Our 
house joined them. First 
Westminster. Then Man¬ 
chester. Now London 
Bridge. 

Just beforehand, a 
small part of me won¬ 
dered if the third silence 
was a silence too far. 
Would my mind - and the 
minds of my boys - halt 
its babble of what’s for 
lunch? will there be a bus 


back? should we book a 
holiday? and instead 
focus on the victims and 
their families? 

Could we use this time 
to feel their grief, to imag¬ 
ine what they and the 
paramedics and police 
went through? 

Despite my reserva¬ 
tions, the third silence felt 
as powerful as the first. It 
not only made me think 
about what matters. It 
made me think about how 
many people have lost 
their lives to violence this 
year in London. Knife 
crime went up by 24 per 
cent in 2016 and is rising 
this year. In one week in 
April, six men aged from 
17 to 60 lost their lives to 
stabbing, according to 
The Guardian, which is 
mapping these atrocities. 

So, it crossed my mind 
that to start reversing this 
London reality, why don’t 
we ask schools to hold a 
minute’s silence once a 
year to think about the 
victims of knife crime? 

They could do it on the 


same day each year, per¬ 
haps on the birth date of 
Martin Luther King, or on 
the birthday of someone 
like the English peace ac¬ 
tivist Pat Arrowsmith, or 
the Nobel Peace Prize 
winner, 17-year-old 
Malala Yousafzai. 

Sadly, too many of the 
capital’s school kids will 
already know of someone 
who’s been stabbed or 
beaten up. Their minute 
would be a time to reflect 
on compassion and love, a 
time for young people to 
focus their minds beyond 
academic performance, 
playground banter and 
PewDiePie. 

A minute might not 
sound like much, but just 
stopping what you’re 
doing to spare a thought 
for the victims of the vio¬ 
lence that happens in this 
world - well, in my view, 
that’s a minute well spent.

My dog Basil has a pink 
growth in the corner of his eye, 
I was told it was a sty but 
someone else has said it might 
be a cherry eye. What’s the 
difference, and how can I help 
him? 

A sty is an infection of the glands 
around the eyelid, resulting in a 
red and tender spot. 

It’s usually treated with eye 
drops and sometimes antibiotics. 
Cherry eye is when the ‘third 
eyelid’ in dogs and cats protrudes 
from the corner of the eye. 

It can sometimes be treated 
with anti-inflammatory medica¬ 
tion, but in some cases surgery 
may be required. 

Both conditions can be quite 
painful, so you’ll need to go back 
to your vet to check this out and 
get the right treatment for Basil. 


I have a very nervous 17-year- 
old cat called 

Tigger. Sadly his brother died 
in January this year. They were 
very close and used to clean 
each other’s ears, but Tigger 
won’t let me near him. What 
can I do? 

It will likely take time for Tigger 
to adjust to losing his brother. 

I would recommend using his 
favourite treats and just dropping 
them near him when you go past, 


or are in the same room. He will 
soon come to associate your 
presence with getting a reward. 

You can gradually get him to 
come a little closer for the treat, 
once he has gained confidence. 

You may never get to the point 
where you can pick him up or 
stroke him but I would aim him to 
be relaxed when you are around. 

I’ve recently noticed one of my 
guinea pigs lying down some¬ 
times and panting a lot. 

Could this be a sign he is too 
hot? And how can I keep him 
cool? 

Guinea pigs are most comfortable 
between 20C and 22C degrees 
(68-72F). 

Above this they can struggle to 
keep themselves cool, and if it 
gets above 28C (82F) they can be 
very prone to heatstroke. 

Firstly, make sure your guinea 
pig’s hutch and run are cool and 
in a shady area not in direct sun¬ 
light. 

If this isn’t possible you 
may want to bring the run 
inside and use a fan at a 
reasonable distance to help 
cool him down. 

Check and change 
drinking water regularly 

providing two con¬ 
tainers will ensure 
a continuous sup¬ 


ply if one of them becomes 
blocked - the problem can get 
worse if a guinea pig can’t 
access water. 

The signs of heatstroke 
include an increased breathing 
rate, drooling 
and col¬ 
lapse 


This is an emergency condi¬ 
tion. Breathing difficulties can 
also be a sign of lung or heart 
disease so take him along to your 
vet and have him checked over.

th predictions that 
summer 2017 will 
oe a scorcher in the 
JK dog parents 
leed to be clued up 
on how to manage 
high temperatures. 

Katrin Scholz, head 
nutritionist at AniForte, has 
some tips on how to best look 
after your dog this summer: 

It is always well documented 
but in no circumstances should a 
dog be left in a car in hot 
weather. 

Despite the mass media 
attention this usually gets there 
are often still tragic tales of vic¬ 
tims, so don’t take any chances 
this summer. 

Also consider other 

environments, like conservato¬ 
ries and greenhouses that can 
also be stifling in heat. 

They can be just as much of a 
hazard to your pet’s health and it 
is best to keep your dog out of 


these spaces. 

If it is a really sunny day, it is 
not advisable to walk or run with 
your dog in peak sunshine. 

This is usually between 11am 
to 4pm. 

Heatstroke can be serious, and 
avoiding the height of 
sunshine decreases the chance of 
your dog being affected. 

Beware of the symptoms; they 
include anxiety, excessive panti¬ 
ng and in severe cases 
of heatstroke - collapse 
and convulsions. 

If you think your dog is 
suffering from heatstroke, 
remove them from the hot 
environment and take them to 
the vets. 

Be aware of very hot surfaces 
that could harm your dog’s paws 
such as hot asphalt. 

A good trick is to test it 
yourself by laying the back side 
of your hand on it for five 
seconds to make a judgment.

This week at 
STAMFORD BRIDGE

John Terry is in the centre of a tug of 
war between Birmingham City and 
Aston Villa for his signature. 

The former Chelsea skipper is 
confident that the club he leaves 
behind after 22 years service will 
strengthen the squad, which has won 
the Premier League title twice in the 
past three years, this summer. 

Terry, 36, is seeking a £100,000 a 
week deal and it’s believed both 
Championship Midlands clubs have 
accepted his terms. 

AFC Bournemouth are still in the 
mix, but are reluctant to spend so 
much on a player who rarely 
featured in the top flight last season, 
and are hopeful the lure of the 
Premier League may tip the balance 
in their favour. 

Terry’s preferred choice - 
Brighton & Hove Albion - rejected 
his overtures. 

Terry is the last of the old guard at 
SW6 which in the past decade has 
brought unparalleled success to 
Stamford Bridge. 

But Terry is confident the Blues 
will manage without him. 

“Chelsea have got big players, not 
only on the football pitch but in the 
dressing room that can lead off the 
field as well,” he said. 

“There are big characters and I’m 
confident in the group.” 

While no signings have been made 
yet, he believes new additions are 
just around the corner. 

“Like every club, we saw 
Manchester City spend a lot of 
money on Bernardo Silva, we will 
want to do the same and strengthen 
the squad,” he said. 

“I think City have shown that 
already by bringing in Pep Guardiola 
last year. But by having a 
disappointing season this year, 
naturally this was going to happen. 

“But from Chelsea’s point of view, 
even when you have a successful 
season like we did, it’s really 


important to go again, make 
signings, send a message to everyone 
and be in the race for certain 
players. I’m sure they will. 

“Obviously Manchester City have 
got a few in, but I’m sure other clubs 
will be out there spending money.” 

Terry, who captained the side to a 
record five Premier League titles 
knows that whoever takes the 
armband next season will be worthy 
of the honour. 

Can Gary Cahill take it 
permanently? Terry believes so. 

“Gary has been brilliant but the 
manager will decide,” he said. 

“However, it’s not just on the field 
that he has led the field brilliantly, 
but inside the dressing room as well. 

“No one really gets to see that. He 
has been a man mountain at times. 
The way in which he spoke at half¬ 
time during the FA Cup final in May, 
leading the group, showed what a big 
character he is. If he gets the 
armband, he will fit it well.” 

Terry knows that his place in 
Chelsea’s history is assured. 

“When I first started in the youth 
team, I wanted to leave a legacy at 
the club - not only me though, people 
like Frank Lampard and players 
before us,” he said. 

“For example, Dennis Wise won 
the FA Cup a few times. We have 
managed to surpass that but the 
challenge is always laid down for the 
next generations to win more 
silverware. We have done that as a 
football club and probably gone a lot 
further than we thought we could 
have done. It’s now down to these 
guys to push on again. 

“Can they keep pushing? Only 
time will tell, but I’m very confident 
in this group that they’re capable of 
doing it.” 

Part of the revolution of the side is 
getting better players in. 

Blues boss Antonio Conte, 
currently on holiday in Italy had 
expected movement in the transfer 
market by now and has yet to sign a 
contract extension which has created 
the possibility of the Italian deciding 
to remain in his homeland - Inter 
Milan are keen to land his services. 

Chelsea are not expecting Conte to 
exit Stamford Bridge, but have Luis 
Enrique on the radar should 
it happen. 

Enrique left Barcelona at the end

of last season to take a break from 
the stresses of managing that club. 
The Chelsea board are impressed by 
his handling of the big players there, 
and are confident he could do a 
similar job at SW6 if needed. 

Head coach Conte would have been 
keen to see a couple of new faces at 
Stamford Bridge by now. 

The football board are seeking to 
tie down a £60million deal for 
Juventus wing-back Alex Sandro and 
Monaco midfielder 
Tiemoue Bakayoko. 

Having seen Conte tell Diego Costa 
by text message his Chelsea career 
was over, the Blues’ bargaining 
position for Everton’s Romelu 
Lukaku has just got more difficult 
with a reluctance to shell out 
£90million for the striker they sold to 
Everton for £28million a couple of 
seasons go. 

As a back up position, they may 
attempt to scupper Manchester 
United’s bid for Real Madrid’s 
striker Alvaro Morata. A £70million 
offer could tempt the Champions 
League winners. 

Another of Chelsea’s younger 
players has decided his future is 


away from Stamford Bridge. Hot on 
the heals of Dominic Solanke’s move 
to Liverpool, striker Alex Kiwomya, 
21, will move to Doncaster Rovers 
on July 2. 

Chelsea supporters of a certain 
age will be saddened to hear of the 
death of former physiotherapist 
Norman Medhurst. 

Moustachioed Medhurst joined 
Chelsea as a kitman in the mid 1960s. 
His father Harry was a Chelsea 
goalkeeper who became 
the physiotherapist. 

He was at Stamford Bridge for 25 
years, leaving in 1988. 

Medhurst was also England’s 
physiotherapist. 

Chelsea will face Burnley in their 
opening match in defence of 
the Premier League title. They will 
be at home. 

The following week, they travel to 
Wembley to face Spurs, who now 
have the national stadium as their 
home ground while White Hart Lane 
is redeveloped. 

August ends with a home match 
against Everton.
